Fate of a Desperate Character—His Puare
suit by the Police, and Suicide.

Friday afternoon last three indivaduals, named

Hyde Park snd placed the matter in the hands
o1 (Mlicer Manuing, ol that place, On Saturday
that oflicer cume o Poughkespsia and arvestel
both Davidson and FPuatler, and took them 1o
Hyde Purk, before Justica Deonis, whao fined
them cach $25. Not haviog the funda, o pay
the fing, they were botli commisted to the |ail 1o
this oity, sotd Poughkeepsie officers were sent in
pursuit of Ward, Baturday night & consultation
was had at police headquarters, and & course
marked out by woich It was thought he would
be apprehended.

On Soonday 1t was sald Ward had beosn seen
jroing towards My, Barringer's residence on the
salt Point turnpike, about a mile snd a half in

A
CAITIAEY WIS sured, and Ofisers Halstend and
Vandevort “started for the plate shortly siter
noon, both :hal.l armed, knowing that tpey had
& desporate ractor to deal with.

In the megntime Wara wag esting his dinoer
very qmeﬂd at Mr. Barringer's, the famiy bcinr
present, While the manl was belng cofitnmed,
one of Mr. Burringer's family looking out 6f the
window,exglasimed, “There 18 4 whole wagon’iosd
of men stopping here,” Ward immediatoly mB:

he darted out t;f the house, tn-ul goon Alter pro-
ceoded to the barn in &k secret manner,

Previond to the above happening, Ward had
been in the barn, where he met his prother,
who had beey looking for him, When he metl
bis brother he sald, alluding to Priday’s matter,
““T'his is & pret'y #ad affaic,” and wanted to
kpow how things were in Poughkesosle. His
brotber told hum the police were looking for

him, when Aaron remarked, “They will not

take we alive,” Jodgioz from this converes-
uon, it s fair to presume that Ward undoubtedly
i!l?"'um he had killed the man be fired ot on
riday,

Soon aflter Ward reasched the barn the second
time, Officers Helsted and Vandevort entered
the bullding apd proceeded lo the hay-mow,
where o terrible sight was presented to their
eyed,

There in one corner lay the headless body of
Anton Ward, the sides of the bullding covered
with his brajps and spattered with blood, while
sbove, hanging on & nail, was a part of the
soalp and #kull 4{1 the gujelde, which had been
blown there, the hair still banging trom it. By
the side of the body wns a double-barrelled gun,
with one barrel dschurged. To all appearances
he had placed the mozzle of the gun in his
mouth, and with his right hand, which was
blackened with powaee, pulled the trigeer, 1
wae, indeed, a fterrible sight! Al about the
loft were seen pleces of flesh and clots of blood.
The entire face wus gone, On the lower oor
of the bulleing was a large pool of blooa which
Liadd drirrnd down through the crevices of the
floor. He bad truly fultilled his promise never
to be taken ulive.
